Synopsis: RALPH CHANDLER BLACKWELL interviewed in regard to 

appointee’s conduct at banquet in New York City, March 1982, with 
emphasis on sobriety and any sexual misconduct on the part of the 
appointee. BLACKWELL did not observe any type of conduct which he 
found offensive. BLACKWELL recommends appointee for a position of 
trust and confidence with the U.S. Government. 
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RALPH CHANDLER BLACKWELL, Post Office Box 221, Burgess, 
Virginia 22432, State Route 1311, home telephone number 
804/453-3613, date of birth February 13, 1936, Social Security 
Account Number 256-30-3595, was advised as to the identity of the 
interviewing Agent and the nature of the interview. BLACKWELL 
then related the following: 

He first met JOHN GOODWIN TOWER sometime in mid-1960 
when he and TOWER sat next to one another during an airplane 
flight. BLACKWELL stated he then saw TOWER on many other 
occasions, approximately once every three months, usually on a 
social occasion, but he has not seen TOWER for the last two to 
three years. 

BLACKWELL explained that he retired in 1974 as a UNITED 
STATES AIR FORCE Colonel after 30 years of service. From 1962 to 
his retirement, BLACKWELL'S duties were in aircraft acquisition 
which allowed him to work in Washington, D.C., and attend many 
defense contractor meetings and functions. It was at these type 
functions that he usually saw TOWER. 

BLACKWELL further explained that after his retirement 
from the AIR FORCE, he held consulting jobs with such entities as 
the NATIONAL AEROSPACE SERVICES ASSOCIATION, the ATOMIC ENERGY 
COMMISSION, and the SYNTHETIC FUEL CORPORATION. It was his 
association with SYNTHETIC FUEL CORPORATION which led him to 
attend the March 1982 function of the Irongate Chapter of the 
UNITED STATES AIR FORCE ASSOCIATION (USAFA) in New York City, 
although he stated he usually attends this function annually. 

According to BLACKWELL, the Irongate Chapter of the 
USAFA is a charitable group that has an annual black-tie banquet 
for which defense contractors and others purchase tables, 
with the proceeds of the event going to charity. BLACKWELL 
estimated that 1,000 people attended the banquet which occurred in 
March 1982. BLACKWELL also explained that it is customary for 
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many defense contractors such as HUGHES AIRCRAFT and LOCKHEED to 
hold hospitality suites in their hotel rooms. BLACKWELL described 
these hospitality suites as parties and a place where good friends 
get reacquainted and have fun, a sort of M gathering of the clan.” 
BLACKWELL stated that it was also the custom to go from one 
hospitality room to another, talking business and meeting people. 
He added that there is drinking at these functions and kissing of 
women. BLACKWELL also added that most of these parties held by 
the defense contractors were visited by presidents and executives 
of major corporations who would not allow any type of drunkeness 
or sexual misconduct. 

BLACKWELL stated he saw TOWER drink and kiss females at 
the HUGHES AIRCRAFT hospitality suite in March 1982, as well as 
other functions. BLACKWELL stated, however, that at no time 
did he see any conduct on TOWER’S part that he considered 
"unacceptable to any reasonable person." He described TOWER as a 
gregarious individual who likes people and likes to have fun, but 
he cannot say that he has ever seen TOWER visibly intoxicated to 
such a degree that BLACKWELL would consider it offensive to 
himself or to the other people he was with. BLACKWELL also stated 
that he has never seen TOWER take undue liberty with any female, 
including "french kissing" or long embraces. 

When asked why this particular night stands out in his 
mind, BLACKWELL explained it was probably because the next day, 
while having an informal breakfast in the HUGHES AIRCRAFT suite, 
BLACKWELL overheard that TOWER stood on a couch the night before 
and led the people in singing songs, including "Amazing Grace." 
BLACKWELL could not recall who told him this, stating that it was 
not a big deal and was not something that "turned my head." 
BLACKWELL stated that he did not personally see TOWER lead any 
singing before he retired to bed that night at approximately 
1:30 a.m. or 2:00 a.m. 
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BLACKWELL described TOWER as a gregarious person who 
likes to have fun and tell jokes, but is also sober, honorable, 
honest, and reliable. BLACKWELL has based this characterization 
on his personal dealings with TOWER, which are normally in a 
social setting. BLACKWELL stated that TOWER is a "pretty stable 
fellow." BLACKWELL stated that it is very difficult to describe 
someone's drinking habits since it means different things to 
different people. To some, a few drinks means a lot, while for 
others, it may not be much at all. BLACKWELL stated that, in his 
estimation, JOHN GOODWIN TOWER does not have a drinking problem. 

BLACKWELL also added that TOWER associated with good, 
upstanding people and had a very good reputation in the community. 
BLACKWELL stated he knows of no reason to question TOWER'S loyalty 
to the United States Government. BLACKWELL stated he is unable to 
comment relative to TOWER'S financial posture since he did not 
know him well enough to do so. 

BLACKWELL stated he knows of no misrepresentations ever 
made by TOWER and has never seen any type of disgraceful conduct 
on his part. In addition, BLACKWELL stated he has never seen any 
indications of any prejudice on the part of TOWER toward any 
individual or group based on race, creed, handicap, sex, color, 
religion, age, or national origin. 

BLACKWELL recommends TOWER for a position of trust and 
confidence with the United States Government and stated his belief 
that the current controversy surrounding his appointment is due to 
political fighting between parties.
